Dr. Donald Bailey, dean of 
studenis, stated at last Monday's 
Student Council meeting, that 
despite careful planning by the 
committees in charge, the am 
nual picnic has continued to be 
a problem. Excessive drinking, 
use of obscene language, brawls 
and the throwing of trash around 
the premises of Elk Grove Park, 
have led the committee to this 
decision. He also stated that out- 
siders have contributed to the 
trouble. 


Bailey said, “The annual pie. 
nic was once a time when stu- 
dents and their wives, faculty 


members and their families, and 
the staff would gather on an in- 
formal basis for a day of fun and 
mixing. In recent years the pie- 
nic has changed for the worst; 
fewer are participating, etc. He 
added. “this action igs not the 
fault of last year’s Picnic Corn- 
mittee, but is the fault of many 
participating. 

The college received a letter 
from the Elk Grove Park Dis- 
trict, since last spring, withdraw- 
ing the permission for SSC stu- 
dent groups to use the park in 
the future. 

With these and other factors, 
the committee said, “it seems 
advisable to discontinue, at least 
temporarily, the practice of hav- 
ing an annual picnic.” 

Committee Recommends 

The Co-curricular Activities 
Committee did recommend, howe 
ever, that plans be made for a 
major college event at the end of 
the spring semester which would;

Students May 
Receive Loans 
Up to $5,000 


Loans of up to $5,000 soon will 
be available to students of Sac 
ramento State College to help fi- 
mance their education, according 
to Robert R. Dalzieli, placement 
officer. 

The college has requested 
$115,000 from the federal govern- 
ment under provisions set up by 
the National Defense Education 
Act, recently passed by the 85th 
Congress. 

One of the stipulations of the 
act states that 10 per cent of an 
institution's funds be put up by 
the institution itself, with the 
remaining 90 per cent coming 
from more than firty-seven mil- 
lion dollars earmarked for na- 
tional use during the rest of this 
fiscal year. 

In the case of Sacramento State 
College, 10 per cent of its total 
request amounts, to $11,500. On 
Monday of this week, the Cali- 
fornia Western States Life [n+ 
surance company, whose home of- 
fice is in Sacramento, donated 
the sum of $1,000 to the college 
to start it towards its goal. 

Delzielj stated that the men

“The proper study of mankind is man,” said Geoffrey Chaucer 
in his immortal Casey At the Bat, and 1 couldn't agree more. In 
these tangled times it is particularly proper to study man- how 
he lives and works. Accordingly, this column, normaily devoted 
to slapdash waggery, will from time to time turn a serious eve 
on the social sciences. 


In making these occasional departures, T have the hearty ap-

Before you could say “knife” the Industrial 
Revolution was on! Mechanization and steam power resulted 
in prodigies of production. For example, before the Industrial 
Revolution, a Welsh artisan, named Dylan Sigafoos, used to 
make horse-shoes by hand at the rate of four a day. After the 
Industrial Revolution, with the aid of a steam engine, Sigaivos 
was able to make entire horses! 

And so it went—factories rising from the plains, cities bure 
geoning around the factories, transport and commerce keeping 
pace —until today, thanks to economies, we have smog, reces- 
sions, and economics textbooks at $7.50 per copy.

There is little to be said about the suspension of the All 
College Picnic other than it was bound to happen. 

Each year for the past few years there have been 
threats and ultimatums issued prior to the All College 
Pienic by the college administration, the student council 
and the picnic committee to the effect that if it were not 
conducted on a less roudy and less alcoholic level it would 
be discontinued. ~ 

There are, however, two points involved in its suspen- 
sion which need consideration. One is that instead of having 
the eo-curricular activities committee formulate the policy 
or decision with the approval of the executive council it 
would have been more appropriate to have the student 
council study the matter and thence go to the executive 
council. The student council should have been authorized 
to handle this since it essentially involved students. There 
are few matters as it is which the council can sink their 
teeth into. 

The other point is the college policy which com- 
pletely prohibits drinking should be revised on a more prac- 
tical and realistic level. As it now stands the policy is fre- 
quently broken or totally disregarded. The fact that many 
students are of legal age should receive some consideration. 

It would seem that regulations which are not enforce- 
able should not exist.

“The political and social his- 
tory of most countries is filled 
with the accounts of unfortunate 
people who had to become direct- 
ly involved in the drudgery of 
public affairs day after day, pas- 
sively or actively. The oppressed 
felt that they had to struggle for 
rights, and some even demanded 
equality. But the price of in- 
vclvement was often high. We all 
know this. It has been said that 
at one time whole communities 
had to waste their leisure by at- 
tending meetings concerned with 


tariffs and taxes and such. Thank 
God these days are past for 
some 


It is a marvelous country and a 
marvelous society, one might even 
say a truly care-free society, 
which is able to evolve political- 
ly so that the populace merely has 
to approve rather than form its 
government and national policies. 
Such a country must have con- 
tained within its guiding political 
philosophy several very excellent 
Christian virtures, and it is no 
mean task to be able to transfer 
these religious principals into a 
workable political theory. 

Faith and Trust are the virtues 
and the basis for this operative 
political law. How else could a 
government which is approved of 
rather than chosen or formed by 
active participation operate for 
the benetit of a majority of its 
citizens? Admirable and enviable 
are the people who have faith in 
and trust their government ta 
such an extent that they no 
longer have to choose or waste 
time in political affairs. It is in- 
spirational to think that a nation 
would let the fate of the world 
rest on so few shoulders. 

But what is the basis of this 
faith and trust which millions of 
people are willing to unanimously 
grant to a government? It is cer- 
tainly not forced upon them by 
Political tyranny. We carmot trust 


His comments are especially 
those who oppressed us. Is it 
apathy ? No, for it is possible for 
some people to go to the polls and 
approve at least twenty-two times 
during their life time. (Assuming 
thing at 65). Is it a nation’s 
search for the Good and the Just? 
Well, of course it is, if we re- 
lease ourselves from many 
archaic ideas and define the 
Good and the Just in terms of 
a government's ability to pacify. 
And certainly a pacified nation 
is a happy nation. 

We have all seen the laok of a 
swaddled babe who is pacified. It 
is a warm, cheerful look, It is 
the warmth of a Mother's love. 
She, with the moisture from the 
lips of her little cherub still on 
her pacifier, glances at the pie 
on the window still and hums a 
hymn. These true and real 
human emotions must be given 
by that government which wishes 
to be approved. If it does not, 
then the people will approve of 
its opponent 

Political law demands that this 
nation have a _ repiesentative 
government, that is, the elect 
must represent the government. 
It was once believed that those 
who were elected were to repre- 
sent the people who elected them 
Eventually, people began to real- 
ize that “representing the citizen” 
meant the same as “representing 
the government."’ The semantics 
were resolved with the my .uU:, and 
government was abie to put 
charity on the market a* a com- 
petitive price. 

Charity doesn't just mean help- 
ing the poor, like the unemployed. 
It means helping each other by 
providing insurance, social secur- 
ity, veterans’ funds, expanding 
civil service, ete. In other words, 
a little something for everybody. 
He who says that he doesn’t feel 
a sense of security and belonging 
under such a government is either 
inhuman or a colossal har.” 

People have said that ali good 
things come from Heaven. Per- 
haps that is partially true. Some 
good things come from the 
government, that is true. Why? 
Because the folk of the nation 
have complete faith in and trust 
in its ability to always be Good 
and Just.
